CIVIL-SERVICE
From Bvery Faturday,

It sometimes happens that a man's real ser-
vice to hia country begins when he has thrown
off the ahaokles of office and regained the in-
dependonoe of private life. This remark, how-
ever, cannot be applied to Hon. Jasob D. Jox
—whose article in the Inst number of the
North American Review on “Tae Oivil-Servics
Reform’ bas given such an excellent impulss
to public thought and discussion —because he
has rendered the Btate, while still in early
mankood, most valuable services, both eivil
and military, and because office has been no
impediment to his efficiency. The moment
it threatened to become so he left the office.
No man, therefore, iz better qpalified,
either by ability, character, or exps-
rvienoe, to unfold the wevils of that
official system of patronage which, wislded
for partisan and personal porposes,
bas become an enormous and malignant
goitre on our body politic, the removal of
which becomes the great political duty of the
timea. An ontery, of course, will be raised,
in ocertain quarters, that Mr. Cox is an inte-
rested party to the question under disoussion;
that, frustrated in some of his plans while
in office, or otherwise so disciplined as to
ocoasion his retirement, he has transferred to
the publio the dispute which went against
him in the Department of the Interior. His
roputation, however, is so strong he can
afford to disregard all such insinuations a:
these, while the people will do him the jua-
tico—all he probably asks—to take his state-
ments and arguments so far as they are sus-
ceptible of substantial verifieation.

As an exhibit of the evils of the present
office-holding system we do not know that
Mr, Cox's article gives anything particularly
new or atartling. The facts bave long been
known to the public; we might say too well
kmown, for in every part of the country,
down to the smallest school distriot, indi-
viduals are found who have assisted in pull-
in%;ho wires of the great corruption batleries
at Washington. Many people, seaing the ds-
plorable results of the present appointing
systemm and despairing of a remedy—have
been cortent to pass the whole question by
on the other side—evincing the same disposi-
tion which gopd men often exhibited in the
days of slavery, and which is now fraquently
manifested in regard to the Mormon ques-
tion. What wns wanted, therefors,
wad a bold, conscientions man to
bold this subject up in the sunlight and
compel the people to look at it. This Mr,
Cox was the man to do, and he has per-
formed hia doty well. His urticle traces,
although in outline, yet vividly and impress-
ively, the chain of abuses, flexible, but tough
as a snake's vertebri, which binds the pre-
sent official system together., Thus, a Presi-
dent of the United States—and he does not
of course refer to the present Exscutive—
bent upon seonrinin re-election, neglects his
high duties to stock the national offices with
mercenary politieians, who cannot be expected
to become good public servants. As he per-
sonally knows the names of but very few
of the people of the Union, the members of
Congress of his own party natarally becomae
his office-brokers; and hbaving their own
election to pay for, and perhaps their next
election to secure, and offices to their de-

ndants being the acknowledged legal
ender in both cases, they can hnrcﬂy be dis-
interestod operators, Under these ciroum-
stances a Oongressman's idea of a nseful offi-
cer, when he recommends a new name to any
one of the De ents, is one nseful to him,
and not to the public service; and the ap-
pointee, if he becomes such, does not rely for
relention and advancement so much upon his
own worth as upon the gracions favor of “‘the
member for his district.” Then follows the
result—poor officers, not likely to improve so
long as they remain in office; terrible negleot
and mismanagement of the publie bnsiness,
whether routine, execmtive, or legislative;
and a constant play and interchange of oor-
ruption u the people of this Union, to
have withstood which 8o well as they have
gives one the proudest right to boast “‘I am
an American oltizen."”

The remedy suggested by Mr. Cox is brief
but sweeping, being mainly one of competi-
tive examination, both for the admission of
now members to the civil service and the pro-
motion of those already tried. This, it will
be seen, involves the entire divoroe of the
service from the control of partisan polities,
otherwise the competitive examination,
wherever lodged or however applied, would'
be but a farce. 'We have not the least doubt
that it is in this direotion that the reform is
to be sought, Amy specific measure that

ives this, whether it is based upon Mr,
§l neckes' bill or Benator Schurz's, will be infi-
pitely preferalile to the present systewn, for
it will relisve the oorrugting ocongestion at
Washington, fed by and reacting upon the
whole country. To pse the words of Mr.
Lowe, the l;{ritish Chancellor of the Ex-

Btill, when the time comes for maturing
suok A& measure—and come it must before
long—there are some considerations, not
directly treated by Mr. Oox, that should be
taken into account. We will mention three.

Let ns,
howaver, start the reform; ita details will
take onre of themselves,
SINGLE WOMEN.

The social position of unmarried women of
middle sge in this country is an anomaly.
While the matron and the younf gitl enjoy a
liberty of action unparalleled in any other
sooial system, the so-called ““old maid"” 18 set
apart in an exceptional degroe of seclusion
and restriction. She is always a surplos—the
one too many. If she makes a oareerora
home, it ia by virtuea of her own effori;
neither work nor place is defined for her in
the aocial machins.

In England, on the contrary, the unmarried
woman of independent means, with the safe.

uard of a companion, frequently becomes a

ouseholder, and of equal weight with the
matron in society. In countries, too, whose
social organizalion has been moulded by the
Church of Rome, the single woman—be she
princess or peasant—finds her niche and hon-
orable work awaiting her. Out of this de-
ficiency in our society grows half the un-
rest and feverish scleming which make
woman now-a-days its most revolutionary
member.

The story of a woman in a neighboring city
suggesta to us this difficulty, and hints at a
possible cure. Bhe is about thirly, we are
told, possessed of good looks, a compatency,
and more than ordinary cnlture, but without
a husband or any home ties. Cariously
enough, she has ta%enup neither a mission
nor reform, Going into an asylum for bliad
women, she fitted up apartments with the
taste and elegance which her habita de-
manded, and has made the servios of these
poor creatures the work of her life, while she
does not deny herself the pleasures of the
outside world. There seems to us, in this
course, not only a high morale, but a com-
mon sense and shrewd perception of the re-
quirements of womanly nature, from which
our reformers miight take a valuable hint.
“‘All women," they tell us, ‘‘cannot marry.
Let them, therefore, be carpenters, leotucars,
sea captains, if they willL” Now, work of
itself never satisfied any woman. It must
have a cerlain elenent of devotion, romanoe,
self-sacrifice in it, or it is incomplste.

No *“*Advanced Female,” we ventars to say,
finds in her lectures or the brokering busi-
ness alone a recompense for the husband, the
home, the baby at her breast, ont of which
fate has cheated her. The Charoh of Rome,
with that keen knowledge of human nature
from which we may always profit, vides
for the ‘“*old maid"” not only work nnr: sure
and sufficient livelihood, but clothes her in a
uniform which hourly appeals to her sense of
romance and devotion. It surrounds her
with symbols, piotures, and perfume; en-
dows her with a mystioal name, a patron
saint, marries her with an actual ring to a
heavenly spouse, She is not Miss Blank,
nurse, n e-woman, or teacher; she is one
with the great army of saints and murtyrs
gone before,

Now, why cannot ounr theorists learn some-
thing here? Work both for heads and hands
and the chances for livelihood lis bafore Pro-
testants as well as Oatholics; the poor we
bhave always with us. On the other hand
stands the great army of unemployed single
women. When we find among them the dis-
posilion to co-operate, to call ont the produe-
tive eapabilities in each other, even to make
money singly, together with the common
sense to recognize themselves as women, in-
exorably women, not striving to trample out

the distinetive elements of character by whioh
God set them apart as such, we discern at
last a glimpse of steps in the élough of Da-
spond into which some of the sex seem (o
have fallen, -

THE PRESIDENT'S MILITARRY HOUSE.
HOLD.

We notice that a professed eulogist of the
administration comes forward to correct public
opinion respecting the employment of army
officers about the White House as aides.de-
oamp, secretaries, and ushers. He tells us
that there are excellent precedents for the
g:aotioo, and that President Graut, especially

retaining General Horace Porter, ‘‘who

was his aide-de-camp in military service, as
his secretary, but follows the foolsteps of his
most illustrious ecessors,

1t is false to allege that any provions Presi-
dent has ever kept about his person anythin,
like a staff of military officers. It is a trut
that on one occasion President Washington
trapsmitted a communication to Congress by
be hands of General Knox: but Knox was at
that time a member of the Cabinet, and in
the absence of a private secretary very pro-

rly earried to Congress a message from the
Y’:'esidenl.. The example of President Jaock-
son is equally opposed to the present custom.

The allegation of Grant's apologist is false
that Jackson “‘had as his private secretary,
during his whole term from 1829 to 1847,
Colonel Andrew Jackson Donelson, a West
Point graduate, who was bis nephew, and
bad served as his aid.de-camp."” Donelson
bad resigned from the army years before, and
was not a military man &t all when he went
to Washington as private secretary, He was
the only official about the President, General
Jackson himself lignlnE the land warrants, a
service now performed by a special secretary.
The writer is equally mistaken in his other
proofs that Jackson kept up a military reti.
nue. ‘‘Major Lewis,” he says, ‘“‘lived in the

White House during Jackson's administra-
tion, drawing his pay as Auditor of the Trea-
sury; and General Oall, who had served on
Jackson's staff in Florida, was one of the
leading personsges in Washington daring Old
Hickory's days.” By Major is is meant
William B. Lewis, Third Auditor of the Trea-
sury. He was an old friend of General Jack-
son, and for a time was his guest at the White
House; but he was not a military officer, held
no official place in the housebold, and had no
duties to discharge there. General Call was
a private citizen, holding no office of any
kind, and merely visiting President Jackson
as a friend.

Next we have the example of Presidsnt
Taylor, who, we are informed, *‘did precisely
what General Grant is now so berated for.
He took with him to the White House hia
aid-de-camp Colonel Blisa, who aoted as his
private secretary until the President's death,
when he returned to the army. The truth
abont this is that Colonel Bliss, who was Pre-
sident Taylor's son-in-law, was his Assistant
Adintant-General during the Meaxican war;
m& after General Taylor became sPresident

Colonel Bliss wveﬂi aahohia pril vau; secrotary,
forming alone, without colonals or gene-
m :tai’ to belp bim, all the duties of

l the office until Taylor's death, At that tiwme,

however, thare was no law to forbid an army
officer from becoming the private secrefary
of the President., Buoh is nol the oass at
prosent.

The Army act approved July 15, 1870, Y:o-
vides in seotion 18 that ‘‘it shall not be law-
ful for any officer of the army of the United
Btater, on the aclive list, to hold any oivil
office, whether by election or appointment;
and any such cer nocoepting or exero'sing
the functions of a civil office shall at onoe
censs to be an offfoer of the army, and his
comnmiasion shall be vaoated thereby.” Thia
provision utterly forbids the employment of
military officers at the White lgmmo. Bat
President Grant keeps three such officors
about him indv‘lolnﬂan of this law. : In the
“‘Oon ional Directory," just published at
Wud:m. these omgu j.re set down as
secretariea of the President. The
ral ¥, T. Dent, General Horace Porter, and
General O. E, Babcock. In the official re-
Eorts of Congress, General Porter, who

abitually bears the messages of the Presi.
dent to the Capitol, is constantly represented
ns his seoretary. This is & falss representa-
tion. General Porter is not a sverstary of
the President at all. It is well known that
the only private seoretary is Mr. Robert M.
Douglass. But whatever else Mr. Donglass
may do, he has never performed the most
conepionous function of the office, whioh is
to bear the President's messages to Con.
B'l'e“.

The three military officers who thus fignre
a3 the President's secretaries fall under that
provision of the law which forbids any efficer
of the army to exercise the funotions of a
civil office. In the view of the law they
bave all vacated their commissions by viola-
ting this provision. Bul this is not the worst
feature of the case, If President Grant
wishes for three sdditional secretaries, it is
his duty to apply to Congress for authority to
appoint them, and also for an appropriation
to pay for their services. This he has not
been willing to do. He prefers to attain the
purpose of keeping up so large a staff by
subterfuge and equivocation, alike unworthy
of the President and of the officera whom he
putsin a false and illegal position, These
three officers appear upon the rolls of the
army not as secretaries of the President, but

are (Gene-

a8 nides-de-camp in the staff of General

Sherman. As such they are paid, and Gene-
ral Sherman details themn for service about
the person of the President. This piece of
false pretense, this sneaking sort of illegality,
is, we say, not creditable to any of the par-
ties engaged in it.

If there be any reason why General Grant
should bave a latrger number of secretaries
than apy of his predecessors, there ia no
doubt that Congress, on proof of the neces-
sity, will grant them. Dut ocertainly they
should not be military men. No ecivil officer,
and least of all A President who has beena
military man, should be surrounded by a
military staff. There is in it something
odious and repuguant to the publie feeling,
which shonld not be tolerated for an houe.
But the case becomes still worse when such a
staff is maintained by the President by means
which savor of fulse pretenses, and involve a
d]:.lcoiilful violation of the spirit and letter of
the law.
